DUBLIN, March 26.—Easter eve, 
the 16th since the revolution in 
1916, found the Republican spirit 
more active in Ireland today than 
in years, with some trepidation over 
the possibility of trouble before the 
morrow passes. 

It is the first time in years that 
Republicans, under the organization of 
the “Irish Republican Army” have 
been permitted a free vein for their

| BERLIN, March 2¢.—The certain re-election of President 
Hindenburg signifies tranquility and order for Germany. 

It is a guarantee of steady, peaceful development, avoidance of 
dangerous experiments and fantastic one-sidedmess, and it means prolific 
unity in tradition and progress, as well as a continuity in evolution, 

Like George Washington, the great American whose 200th birthday 
anniversary was celebrated in February in Germany as well as America, 
Von Hindenburg symbolizes the harmonious synthesis of living values 

| of the past and the demands of the present. 

While his nature is that of a conservative statesman, he nevertheless 
offers a hand to the necessary modifications and continued development. 
He proved that long before his presidency—when Germany collapsed in 
1918. 

At that time he declared his willingness to the country’s new author- 
ities to carry through the orderly withdrawal of the German army which 
he had brought home. Thereby he smothered the danger of Bolshevism

When the license was is- 
sued the active interest of the Government 
ceased, unless actual discipline became 
necessary. The owners of the stations 
make up their own p ms, without 
Government direction or before-hand su- 
pervision. 

Having no other source of revenue, a 
broadcasting company sells advertising 
time. Naturally, the amount of revenue it 
requires, the profits it wants to make, the 
amount of advertising available, are the 
factors which determine how much time ir 
given up to advertising; or to what extent 
entertainment is allowed to interfere with 
the revenue-producing end of the business. 


That is to say, broadcasting in Canada 
is following the course that it hag taken in 
the United States, is carried on for the 
Same purpose, and is under the same pres- 
sure to subserve every other consideration 
to that of making the thing pay. The lis- 
tener takes what he gets. If he does not 
Kike it he can dial some other station and 
get something else. But whether that 
“something else’ comes from another sta- 
tion in Canada or a station in the United 
States, it originates with a company that 
is under precisely the same pressure to 
“put over’ the maximum amount of adver- 
tising talk. 

Under private control there is no hope 
or possibility that broadcasting in Canada 
will or can break out of this commercial 
rut and become the distinctively enter- 
tainment and cultural service that it is so 
well qualified to be, and that it actually is 
in some other countries, notably Great Bri- 
tain. The man behind the “mike” must 
use the instrument for the purpose in view, 
If he has to make it earn revenue as the 
first and primary consideration, the lis- 
tener may expect and should expect noth- 
ing better for his money than the commer- 
cialized programs he is now getting. 

If the hundreds of thousands of Cana- 
dians who own receiving sets and buy li- 
censes every year are to get programs 
that are distinctively Canadian in charac- 
ter and devoted first and foremost to the 
giving of pleasure and the spread of 
knowledge and thought, the active control 
of broadcasting will have to be taken over 
by the public, authority—and the cost of 
the service charged up against those who 
get the service, as it should be.

Commodity prices prevailing at the 


Present time, made i difficult for 
People in rural communities to pay 
the old rate. He also stressed the 
fact that there ought to be some 
uniformity of action on the part of 
the department regarding co’ler- 
tions. 

He here defended the city users, 
but stating that if, after receipt of 
their second notice, accounts were not 
paid, the phones were disconnected, 
while in rural] parts, such arrears were 
allowed to accumulate to the extent 
of $20 or $30. 

In reply, Hon. Vernor W. Smith, 
minister of railways and telephones, 
stated he could see little hope of any 
reduction, because at the present time 
rural subscribers were recejving service 
for 46 per cent of cost of such service. 

If rates were reduced to $1.75 a 
month on rural lines, the gross earn- 
ings would not be sufficient to pay 
the interest on capital debt for rural 
phones. It was fallacious to figure on 
a reduction. He did not think that 
the Public Utilities board, under which 
the Alberta government telephones op- 
erated, would grant a reduction. 


WOULD BE UNFAIR 

Furthermore, he did not think 
would be fair to grant a reduction to 
rural subscribers without also making 
the same concession to those in cities. 
Certainly no one could expect to re- 
ceive a service for less than 46 per 
cent of its cost. As soon as people 
got away from considering rate re- 
ductions the better. If they could 
not pay it would be better to have/| 
the phones taken out and the cost to 
the’ ine would not be materially af- 
fected. 

Regarding collections he said that 
the Calgary exchange had a system 
whereby after rendering of the second 
account a button had to be pressed to 
cut off the phone, while pressing an- 
other button would re-connect. This 
was the reason for the easy cutting aft | 
in cities.
